PiTTsiiuuG, July 18.— The eventa oi to- 
day in tbe Fittaburg coal mining district 
indicate that there is trouble atiead. 
JDhe ftrike liaa been on for two weeks 
witlibab cause for alarm in any quarter ; 
but to-day tiio pangs oi hunger and mut- 
teringB of discontent have taken tangible 
form, and by morning 1,000 minora will 
have marched on Cannonsburg, the ob- 
jective point being the Boone and Alli- 
sou mines. % ' ■ , 

A few days ago the operators of these 
mines made a reiiuisition on the sherifl' 
of Washington county for additional de- 
puticB, It is siippoaud tluit tliere are at, 
least thirty deputies at eucli mine, wjII 
armed for any friction that may take 
phico. To-tlay tlie uiinure of Tom Kun 
district lield mass meetings attended by 
tneii, Vi'oraen and children. The women 
did not lag in tlio interest taken. Many 
of them ojjunly branded their husbatids 
as cowards. They aigued that they 
tiiiglit as well fight as starve. The men 
said the victory could he won, provided 
every coal miner employed in the sec- 
tions where the lake was supplied would 
join the general movement of idleness. 
Plans for bringing out the miners em- 
ployed in the Boone and Allison mines 
were discussed. Special committees 
Were sent from one meeting' to the 
oth«r. 

It was decided to march on the Can- 
noriaburg miners to-night. Ttio Keissing 
brass band and the Cecil drum corps 
were engaged, and the marcli across the 
country is on. The procession will be 
miide up of four difl'ereut sections. They 
"1 mobolize at Bridg(!ville and take up 
the tramp of K! miles across the country. 
A miner who was very enthusiastic over 
the plan said there would be at least 
1,00(1 men in line. 

It was learned late to-night that the 
scheme has been in proiess of formula- 
tion for several days. It was talked of 
several days ago, and got to the ears of 
the operators at Caunonsburg mines. 
Whether tbe miners will go armed is 
not known yet, but they expect to be 
at tho mine' when tbe offending diggers 
are ready to go to -worlc, and will use 
every influence poBliible to keep them 
from going into tne mines. 

Home of the raogt conservative claim 
that tliere will be no bloodshed. They 
say that when tho colliers see such a big 
demonstration, they will come out and 
retain their manhood. Every cllortwas 
made tokeej) the ino\'cment a secret for 
fear the force of deputies at the mines 
would be further increaeed. .'ust what 
the result will be it, is difliult at this 
hour to tell. The men are taken to lie 
insane or eemi-iiiBane on the strike 
(jiication. They liave been goaded on 
by snU'ering wives, daughters and sweet- 
hearts, and it appears as if it is the be- 
ginning of the end of the strike. 

The negotiations to induce the coal 
operators of this district to sign uui- 
foniiity agreements are still going on. 
Tlie commissiocers having this in charge 
feel as if they will be able to accompliBh 
it. ."Secretary Krank Schmidt said to- 
night that the prospects were brighter 
than they had been since ney(jtiations 
begun. As an evidence that the o|iera- 
tors are not counting on arbitration it 
was announced to-night by an operator 
that if the strike in West \'irginia iloea 
not prove Hucxeasful tlio I'ittaburg opera- 
tors will make an ellbrt early next week 
to start their mines at the (iO-ceut rate, 
ttie late now aeked by tliestrikers. They 
will claim if they are willing to pay the 
price the law must protect them iu tbe 
operations of their mines. 

TWO WEEKS'" EXPERIENCE 

Enconrnges the lUiners to Hope Thnt Their 
Struggle Will Be Successful. 

Coi.iiiMiiL's, 0., July 18. — Preaident 
IviUchford to-day summed up the strike 
situation in an interview as follows : 

"The history of industrial strife has 
no parallel to the present movement. 
Deputy marshals and detectives have 
been at work, but their presence has 
failed to incite the miners to acts of law- 
leasneaa, nor even the reBumption of 
work. Their presence in peaceable com- 
munities, with a chip oh thbir Bhouldcra, 
gave aOMe dao&^'for alairM,' and ordinar- 
ily would liave caUsfed resort to vio- 
lence. But onr miners in this instance, 
profiting by the eKperionco of the past, 
would not cause trouble tlieinselves, nor 
allow theniKolves to bocome involved by 
tlie acts of others. 

'' We have started into this movement 
roalii'.ing fully tho importance of the 
Willi; before up, and Hie reapousibility 
resniig upon ue, jiud ulier two weeks of 



Buspensinn, involving more than 150,000 
rainc-fl, we are well saiieQed with the 
resi Its, Only those who are well ac- 
qui int3 1 with tho conditions of the 
mitiora have any idea of the extent of 
this suspension and its paralyzing efi'ect 
upon the labor and business of the coun- 
try. It has not reached its full propor- 
tions. The coming week will add 'iO.OOO 
men to tiie idle column. Tho movement 
will continue to grow, not only in num- 
bers, but public opinion will become 
crystallized, and through the press of 
tbe country will demand a solution of 
this great difflculty. 

" Our demand for living wages and the 
determination of our miners to secure it, 
have brought expresEions of sympathy 
and material support from almost ,'eVery 
branch of organized labor, whose' efforts 
in our behalf will endear them to all 
lovers of fairne-s and establish for the 
mineri, with their own eflbrts, a living 
rate of wagea." 

DEBS MAY BE CALLED ON. 

Hope That His Eloquence Will Bring Out 
Working Miners— Resuming 
Work in Virginia. 

Cincinnati, July 18 — The Commercial 
Tribune's special from Wheeling, W. 
Va., says : Just why it is so may be a 
mystery to some,' buti it is a fact never- 
theloBB that Eugene' Debs will be able to 
do more just now towards bringing out 
the miners in the Fairmount region than 
any other man. A big meeting at Mon- 
ongahela to-day demonstrated this when 
a local miner got up and declared that as 
Boon as Debs came into, the region the 
men would strike, and that hia.infiuence 
would be greater than all the offers of 
the operators to. pay bonuses on coal 
mining. This sentiment was loudly 
cheered. .Tbei oreanizera at work there 
admit that he mpst be brought into the 
lield. Everybody .wants .to hear Debs. 

The men at O'Donnell's, Aurora, 
Flemington and Bates mines are still out 
and will not go back. The operators ex- 
pect all Fairmount to be out at the end 
o£ the week or sooner. They threaten to 
close their coke ovens and put the 
negroes and Italians into tlie mines, and 
this means positive trouble and possibly 
bloodshed. The operators had men at 
to-day's meeting taking notes of every- 
thing said and done. Ooal is too badly 
needed, however, for any of the miners 
to fear diamiasal. The strike sentiment 
is growing I slowly, . and|,!riinrBday is tiie 
limit geherallyi placed apon work. 

Fairmont, .W. Va.} JnlyilS.— Gbnserv- 
ativo men here.tbink it'ia ionly a matter 
of time until the men come out, but no 
imiiortant actions are expected until 
Deba speaks here, to-morrow night. 
Deba is expected at Charleston Wednes- 
day. 

IIi.N-Ti.NciroN, W. Ya., July 18.— The 
miners at Thacker, Logan and Dingeaa, 
who yesterday decided to strike, held a 
mass meeting to-day and reconsider 
their action. They will return to work 
as usual Monday. Tbe Elkhorn miners, 
who yesterdajr decided to strike, will 
also follow their example.

TURKEY SUBMITS, 

Threats of Decisive Action by the Powers 
Bring the Forte to Terms. 

Atuk.vs, July 17.— It is stated here on 
reliable authority that tbe powers have 
fixed the indemnity to be paid to Tur- 
key by Greece at £4,000,000, and that 
the Porte has accepted it as a compro- 
mise. Tho settlement gives a more lib- 
eral line of frontier : Turkey and Greece 
have been left to settle the question of 
capitulation between themselves. 

Const .tNTixoi'u:, July 17. — Tewfik 
Pasha, foreign minister, informed tho 
ambassadors yesterday that the Sultan 
had agreed to the luinciple of the de- 
mands of the powers and was prepared 
to accept their views on the peace con- 
ditions. The announcement made to 
the ambassadors immediately followed a 
message sent to the Sultan to the ell'ect 
that if the porte had not previously re- 
plied satisfactorily the ambassadors 
would ado|)t an important decision witli 
regard to tlieir attitude towards Turkey. 
Tewlik Paaha turned up at the 
t minute and announced that 
he liad been instructed to 
accept the proposition of the powers. 
The change of front is now understood 
to be the result of the action of Ger- 
many. Tlie reply of the Emperor Wil- 
liam to the Sultan's personal appeal was 
ambiguous, and induced him to believe 
that Germany would support him. 
When, however, Germany found the 
jjowers resolute on coercion, ICmperor 
William, desiring to prevent auch an 
eventuality, instructed his amljassador 
to go to the ])alace and wtate distinctly 
tliat the Turkish government must con- 
form absolutely to the decision of tho 
powers. Tho porte informed the am- 
l)aspiidors that it luia abandoned the in- 
tention of sending reinforcements to 
Crete. 

C.\ni:a, Island of Crete, July 17. — In 
coiiHi'iiuenco of the increaeing turbulence 
of MuBBulmans, and the almost incee- 
sant outbreaks of disorders, the admirals 
of the international lleet liave issued a 
proclamation admonishing the Mussul- 
mans, and announcing if a single Euro- 

Cean- soldier ia harmed that they will 
ombard the town. 



New Yonlc,' July ' 18.— This city, has 
been tbucheii with' the Alaslta'n "gold 
fever. The past twenty-four hours has 
seen come to the front at least 2,000 
argonauts, who will be on the way to the 
Klondike region just as soon as arrange- 
ments can be made for transportation. 
This city furnished' more Forty-niiierB' 
than any state m the TJiiloh; " It" would' 
not be strange at all if this city shohld,' 
within the next six months, assuming a 
corroboration of the favorable reports, 
be more largely represented in the hoaXa 
slowly stemming tbe currents of the 
Yukon than will be the entire Pacific 
Coast. 

Some notion of how the news ia 
spreading may be had from the fact that 
within forty-eiglit hours an advertise- 
ment calling for those who desired to 
join an expedition to Alaska, and who 
bad from $500 to.i;2,000 to invest, was an- 
swered by more than 1,200 applicants. 
In this particular case there was some 
misunderstanding, inasmuch as the com- 
pany publishing the call is in tbe main 
trading' company,' while the. appli- 
cants were eager to ^o-aa 'lirbapectprs 'or ' 
to ally themselvea with whateven might 
be "grubstake" cori(»'rri8.'*^''Howeveri 
thirty-two men have enlisted in its ser- 
vice, and will start for the Klondike 
within three weeks. They will go as 
employes of the company eaaentially, 
but, in the event of their atriking a pay- 
ing claim or becoming interested in one, 
the company will aid them by advanc- 
inir money Buflicient to develop promis- 
ing atrikea. The interest displayed is 
evidence that the fever has reached 
town, and an indication that one of the 
largest colonies which will winter about, 
the gold-bearing. region will be composed 
of New .Yorkers..' - . •

Seatti-k, July.18.— a lady in this city 
has received the following letter from 
Dawson City, under date of June I.S, 
which contains tlie fullest, most succinct 
and accurate account of the gr^at gold 
diecoveries, which baa yet been in print. 
The writer is Arthur Perry, well known 
in Seattle: 

The first discovery of gold on the Klon- 
dike was made tbe middle of Aaguat^ 
ISilO, by George Cormack on a creek 
emptying into the Klondike, from the 
south, called by the Indiana Bonanza. 
He found $1.60 to tbe pan on a high rim. 
and after .making the find known ai 
Forty-Mile went back with two Indians 
and took out .$1,100 in three weeks with 
three sluice Ijoxes. The creek was 
soon staked from one end to the 
other and all the small gulches were also 
staked and recorded. 

About September 10 a man b\' the 
name of Whipple prospected a creek 
emptying iiito Bonanza on No. 7, above 
Discovery, and named it Whipple creek. 
He shortly afterwards sold out and the 
miners re-named it Eldorado; Prospecfs 
as high as .$4 to the pan were found early 
in the fall. Many<of tbe old miners 
from Forty Mile went there and would 
not stake, saying the willows did not 
lean tho right way and the water did 
not taste right, and that it was a moose 
pasture, it being wide and fiat, Both 
creeks were staked principally by " chce 
(ihacoea " {new men in the country), and 
early as they could get proviaions, about 
■_'•">() men went there and commenced 
prospecting, by ainkiiig holes to the 
depth of from nine to twenty-four ieet, 
doing so by burning down, as the ground 
was frozen solid to bed rock. 

November 23 a man by the name of 
Louia Rhodes located on No. 21, above 
on Bonanza, got as high aa $iir).;;o to tho 
pan. This was the first big pan of any . 
importance, and the news spread up and ' 
down the creek like wild lire. This 
news reached Olrcle Oity 300 miles 
farther down the Yukon river, but 
nobody wonld believe it. Soon after 
large pane were found un both iionanz.i 
and Eldorado, and each creek was try- 
ing to outrival the other, until a man by 
the name of Clarence Berry got .$100 to 
the pan. From that time on I'Udorado 
held a high poaition. Many (daiiiia from 
the mouth up for a distance of three 
miles got large jiana— until they reached 
aa high aa $280. 

About March l.'j, ISO", I reached the 
diggings from Circle City, having hauled 
my sled the whole distance without a 
dog. The importance of the new strike 
had become too Bi.;nilicant to be ovor- 
lookcd, and about 800 men from'Oirolft 
Oity undertook the journey in midrwin- 
ter. iSucli an exodus was never /known : 
before in tbe history of the Yukon, but

not a man lost bis life, although several 
liad their faces aad toes nipped at times. 
liven some of the moat resolute and dia- 
Bolnte women made the journey in 
safety. Fancy prices were paid for dogs 
J)y those who were able to purchase, and 
as high as $175 and even $200 were paid 
lor good dogs. Almost any kind of a dog 
wna worth $50 and $75 each. 

When I first reached the new camp I 
was invited by the butjher boys— Murph 
Thorp, of Juneau, and George Stewart, 
from Stuck Valley, Wash.— to go down 
in their shaft and pick a pan of dirt, as 
thoy had just struck the rich streak. 
To my surprise it was $282.50. In four- 
teen pans of dirt they took out $1,5135 
Tight in the bottom of the shaft, which 
-was 4x8 feet. 

March 20 Clarence Berry took out over 
$300 to the pan. Jimmy MacLanie took 
out over $200 to the pan ; Frank This- 
cater took out ^loo to the pan. The four 
boys from Nanaimo took as high as $125 
to the pan. They were the first men to 
get a hole down to bed rock on JCldorado 
and find good pay. Thoy had Noa. 11 and 
15. In fact, big pans were being taken on 
liearly every claim on the creek, until 
$106and $200 pans were common. April 
13 Clarence Berry took in one pan 31) 
oances— |405— and in two days panned 
ont over $1,200. April 14 we heard Bom e 
lx>vs on No. 30 Eldorado had strack it 
rich and taken out $800 in one pan. 
This was the banner pan of the creek, 
and Charles Myers, who had the ground 
on a lay, told me that if he had wanted 
to pick the dirt he could have taken 100 
ounces juat aa easy. Jimmy MacLanie 
took out $11,000 during the winter just 
in prospectiiiL' the ilirt. Clarence Berry 
and his partner, Anton Strander, panned 
out about the same in the same manner. 
Mrs. Berry used to go down to the dumps 
every day to get dirt and curry it to the 
shanty and pan it herself. She has over 
$(i,000 taken out in that manner. 

Mr. Lippy, from Seattle, has a rich 
cdsim, and his wife bus a sack of nug- 
gete alone of |6,000 that she has picked 
upon the dumps, When the dumps 
were washed in the spting the dirt 
yielded better than was expected. Four 
bovBon a lay, No. 2 Eldorado, took out 
^9,000 in two months. Frank Phisca- 
ter, who owned the ground and had 
some men hired, cleaned up $9-1,000 for 
the winter.

and died yesterday with heart disease, 
tmving in his possession $17,000. 
Stranger things than fiction happen here 
every day. 

A SPORTSMAN'S PARADISE. 

One May Enjoy Life as Well as Dig Gold 
In the Klondike. 

I'lvERF/rr, Wash., July IS.— Captain 
Fairbairn.. who has just returned from 
the Klondike country, says: "No one 
bhonld go without fur robes. They are 
indispensable in th» winter, and almost 
impossible to obtain. A man might pay 
$10, $50 or ifiiU for a good robe here and 
ei-11 it readily there for $150. The Indians 
do not tan hides and furs, and do not 
Deem to understand it." 

"The country is a Bportaman'a par- 
adise, " continued Captain Fairbairn. 
Trolling in a boat down the lakes, one 
tan easily catch trout weighing from two 
to thirty pounds, while you can go any- 
where in theJwoods and kill moose. All 
the minera who came down on the Port- 
land were limited last winter to fifty 
pounds of flour and twenty-five pounds 
of beans each, with what moose they 
could kill. The country abounds in the 
finest bunch grass I ever saw. The 
Hurface soil for about a foot and a half is 
composed of moss or peat. Scrape this 
olTand you come to frozen gravel aa hard 
H.i steel. This is what thoy dig out and 
wasli when the warm season opens. 

About the Ist of October winter sets 
ill, when the Klondike and all the 
^lrcama freeze solid. Very little surface 
digiring is done. Tlie general method is 
ii> sink a shaft four t)y eight feet to bod- 
r')(;k,au(l then die out a ' room ' twenty- 
Jive feet square, piling this earth on the 
(lump to be washed. These ' rooms ' are 
limited to twenty-five feet square for 
the reason that they cannot get natural 
ventilation for a room larger than that." 

There was little sickness last winter, 
exfxpt an odd case of scurvy and some 
cases where roincre were suffering from 
the efTects of inhaling foul gas m the 
mines. Generally speaking the climate 
is healthful.

Nanaimo aud Wellington Men to 
' Sbare iu tlie Treasures gf' 
the North. 



An Ex-Victoriau Writes From Daw- 
son City of the Situatiou 
as He Found it. 



Since two Nanaimo men, Messrs. Wil- 
kinson and .Sloan, have demonstrated 
that there are fortunes awaiting finders 
in the Yukon goldfields, many other res- 
idents of the Coal City and of Welling- 
ton are determined to have their share, 
and as a result quite a contingent will 
take passage for the Far North by the 
Portland, sailing north to-morrow. One 
party of sixteen, whose motto is "Klon- 
dike and Capital," came down to Vic- 
toria by yesterday's train and will outfit 
generally in this city. It includes Harry 
Hamburger, Merman and Simjison, of 
Wellington, and eleven Nanaimoites — 
Thomas Beveridge, Thomas Peters, John 
Hoes, William IMosb, A. L. DeuniHOii, 
John Stuart, Fred. Kowbotham, J. C. 
Gillespie, L. Hoffman, J. O. McGregor 
and William Gray, the last two well 
known as Kanaimo'a representative pro- 
fessional cycle racers. 

They will And no cinder paths leading 
into the Yukon, but they are prepared 
for rough roads as well as good, and will 
be content if they can, by enduring 
hardships, reap as richn reward as tlioae 
who have of late been returning vvitli 
their valises iilled with treasure uutil 
carrying them is a burden. 

Many are the stories of the duat- 
crowded gripsack which just now are re- 
counted with enthueiasm by the pro- 
spective miner of the distant North— the 
one that has travelled furthest being 
that of the $85,000 in gold which press 
dispatches stated to have been contained 
in Mr. Libby's satchel when he walked 
up the wharf with it, on landing from 
the Excelsior in San Francisco. The 
story sounds alluring, but when it is 
worked out what the weight of $85,000 
in gold would be, the Y.M.C.A, tecre- 
tary must be given credit for strength 
surpassing Samson's. 

Even Mr. Wilkinson's $30,000 satchel- 
full, which he brought to this citj', made 
his travelling bag so heavy that when 
Detective George Perdue undertook to 
lift it, on invitation, he thoupht a joke 
had been ))laycd upon him with a grip- 
sack nailed to the floor. 

Shown the contents of the well-filled 
valise he discovered that if opportunity 
offered he would find the muscle to lift 
it and carry it quite a distance even at a 
sacrifice of'peraonal convenience. And 
there are many others like him. They 
do not anticipate difliculty in carrying 
out their pile, if only it is their fortune 
to secure the pile to carry. 

One of the latest letters from the 
Yukon camps was received here yester- 
day by Mr. W. II. Shewan, of the Tele- 
graph hotel. It was written by Otto 
Willner, and bears the date of Dawaon 
City, .Tune 13. In it the writer saya : 

" I arrived here on the 7th of this 
month, after a long journey, in good 
health. This is without a doubt the 
beat country in the world for a poor man 
to make a stake in. Wages are $15 a 
day, but the biggest part of ,the work is 
done in the winter. I do not expect to 
make very much before then. Fifty 
men who came here last fall without a 
cent and located their claims have sold 
out and started for home last week, 
their stakes varying from $20,000 to 
$100,000. Two brothers from Nanaimo 
sold out for $50,000 each, and are on 
their way home. 

" Otherwise, this country is a tough 
one — very warm in summer, correspond- 
ingly cold in winter. I will not advieo 
anybody to come here, but anyone that 
can come here this summer will find no 
trouble in finding work during this com- 
ing winter. I have done nothing yet, 
but I will soon be doing something. 
Provisions and drygoods are pretty dear. 
A sack of flour is $60 and everythingelse 
in proportion. 

" Should you take a notion to come 
here I would advise you to take the 
steamboat from San Francisco, as the 
other journey is a hard and dangerous 
one. There are not very many saloona 
here yet. Drinks and cigars are fifty 
cents each, and the gold dust that is 
around here is something enormous 
Every foot of ground is taken up here 
but prospectors are out all round and a 
rich strike may be expected at any time, 

" The only thing I am afraid of ia that 
when the reports of the richness of this 
country have been fully verified by pec 
pie coming down this summer with their 
fortunes made, the influx of men will he 
so great that it may overdo it. If you 
coiue bring lots of dry goods with you. 
Take a drink for me, as I have sworn oil 
for the present." 

The opinion of this " man on the 
ground" will confirm the wisdom of 
those ^ho are now leaving, and who 
have been met on all hands with the in- 
formation that they are fools to go in 
before the epring. The majority of the 
Nanaimo-Wellington company propose 
working for wages during the winterand 
starting out on their own account as 
soon as spring shall have broken the 
barriers of the frost king. 

Those who have just arrived report 
having met Uoas Eckardfc and his as- 
Bociatea on their way in. Thoy had 
aome little (luantity of liquor with them 
for family use, and had already been 
oU'ered $l!0 a gallon for it by thirsty but 
opulent prospectors. No sale was re 
corded, for by taking it through, more 
tlian twice this would be obtainable. 
The Yukon miner up to date is ex- 
tremely partial to Canadian rye whisky 
aa a medium for the expression of en- 
thusiasm, rum— which was taken in in 
considerable quantity last year, being a 
tipple aeldoni if ever called for.

PKOMPT AND EFFICIENT. 

The Energetic Work of the Firemen Saves 
the Canada Pal:it '.Vorks and Adjoining 
Wharves nnd Buildiiigs. 

Prompt and efiicient service was ren- 
dered by the fire department between 
one and two o'clock yesterday at the 
premises o£ the Canada Paint Co., and 
aa a result a fire in the varnish room 
that for a time threatened to be very 
serious, was extinguished with a loss to 
the building of $200, and to the stock of 
half this sum. Unfortunately the 
employes were nob 80 lorfcanate as the 
company, the head varniah maker, 
William li. Hart, and his aaaistant, 0. 
Scott being so badly burned thatitwaa 
necessary for them to go at once to St. 
Joseph's hospital for medical attention, 
with which thoy are reported to be do- 
ing very well. Tho firemen alao aufler- 
ed, one aacriScing his moustache to his 
duty and another losing fl very consider- 
able part o£ his hair. 

The blaze occurred while the two 
workmen were mixing benzine with a 
quantity of varnish in process of manu- 
facture, through the benzine taking firo 
and causing an explosion which hurled 
the unfortunate employes forward with 
terrific force, Scott being thrown through 
the door. His companioa ran out but 
did not make bia escape until hie cloth- 
ing was in a blaze, and only for the 
prompt action of tbe engineer, who 
rushed him to the tap and subdued the 
fire, must have aunered very aerioiie 
injury. 

When the chemical arrived, in a re- 
markably short apace of time, tho smoke 
was pouring troni the endangered rooai 
in a denae cloud, while tbe heat waa in- 
tenBo. To ndopt the usual metlioda of 
fire lighting would have been only to 
spread the lire, water siinply causing an 
explosion when applied to varnish. 
Hence the chemical waa the only 
hope — and well did it repay the 
confidence reposed in it. Two or" three 
times the firemen were driven back by 
the intense heat, but each time tliey re- 
turned pluckily to the charge, aud soon 
bad the aatisfaction of seeing the fire 
subdued and eventually extinguished. 
The line from the hydrant waa in the 
meantime utilized in keeping other 
property in the vicinity well saturated, 
and aa a result the blaze was confined to 
the little detached building in which it 
originated, although all around were in- 
flammable structures whose contents in- 
vited firo. An appriiisomeiit later in the 
day fixed the total loss at ff'.'iOO, fullycov- 
ered by insurance in eight com piiniea, 
while so efiicient was the service ren- 
dered by the brigade that patrona of the 
paint company need apprehend no short- 
age of their etock in any line. 



JAPAN LINIES COMING. 

They Will Call at Victoria aa Soon as the 
New and Swell Steamers Are On. 

Victoria's importance aa a shipping 
port is being aerioaalj considered by the 
promoters of the Nippon Ynaen Kaialia 

steamship line, which now has Seattle 
as its American terminus, and there ia a 
strong iirobability that before the pre- 
sent year ia out the large ahipa of the 
line will be calling regularly here, One 
reaeon why they are not at present, ac- 
cording to an ollicialof the line, ia that 
tho Nippon Y'usen Kaisha Company 
could not expect to compete with ahipa 
of better class already coming here. 

'•But," this gentleman continued, 
" our present linera are to be succeeded 
b^ veasela building specially for the ser- 
vice, and theae will compare in every 
way with the Empreaees of the O.P.R." 

Tbe reference made was to twelve new 
steamships now being constructed on 
the Clyde for tlie .Japanese company. 
Three of tho number are intended for 
the comi)any'a service to America, and 
it ia expected aome will be launched in- 
side of aix montlis. That the company 
has got ita eyes on the huainesa of the 
port waa, yesterday, evidenced by the 
calling oil the outer wharf, for a few 
Asiatic passengers, of the steamahip 
Matsayuma Maru on her way ont to tbe 
Orient from Seattle. The ship ia a big 
English freighter, and she is full to the 
hatches with cargo — cotton machinery, 
domestic cotton and flour lorming the 
bulk of the load. Representing The F. 
D. Cummer & Son Company, manu- 
tacturera of the Cummer Dryers, Cleve- 
land, was L. Grill, tho only cabin 
passenger on board. He is go- 
ing to Japan to erect plants 
for the drying of " brickettea " in Tokio. 
Osaka, Onodo and Yokolinma. These 
plants, the machinery for which ia all 
on board the Matsayuma Maru, are 
built underground; a tnnuel runs into 
a retort where the bricks are placed, 
and hot air by means of fans is forced 
to the drying compartment. The Mat-' 
sayuma Maru waa tendered on yester- 
day by the steamer Jliacliief. All her 
Seattle agenta, including 'A. U. Yama- 
raura, were landed here and go home by 
the Koaalie. They have appointed aa 
their local Chinese agent Kong Yuen, 
one of the leading Chinese merchants of 
Cormorant atreet. 



SUPPLIES FOR THE YUKON. 

Experimental Shipments of Cattle Taken 
North on the Al-Ki. 

Though early in the morning, and 
thac too on a Sunday, the oiitur wharf 
was not without ita little party of well- 
wishers and " curioua " folk gathered to 
see the steamship Al-Ki oil with her big 
load of gold hunters goinginto the ICIoii- 
dyke. Tho ship arrived from the Sound 
at -l^'iO and pulled out again at 8 o'clock. 
She took away the fourteen Victorians 
whose names have previously appeared, 
U was an interesting sight to aee the big 
herd of cattle, being sent into the Klon- 
dyke by Victoria parties, driven aboard, 
marking the initiation of a trade which, 
if profitable, will soon grow to large pro- 
portions. Forward of tbe wheelhotiao, 
|)euB had been built for horaea and cat- 
tle, and in the forward hold there were 
more than !)00 sheep, nearly all of wliicli 
are to be driven over the divide. In the 
deck pens there were sixty-live head of 
cattle and thirty heiid of liorfies. Fif- 
teen of tho horaea will be ridden by the 
men driving in the shee]) and cattle; 
the other fifteen will bo naed to ))iu;k 
freight in witli. There were ri.")0 tons of 
general merchandise, mostly minora' 
supplies and their outfita. If the thinga 
listed in the freight lists were printed, it 
would show a provision against starva- 
tion that included every imaginablodeli- 
cacy, aud much fresh fruit and vege- 
tables figure aa items in tho bills. Evary 
inch;'of the:Al-Ki'a cargo and paasongor 
space was taken, tho paaeengerB num- 
bering JLIO;,!

To THE Editor: — Instead of our citi- 
zens bemoaning the languorous indiffer- 
ence manifeeted by the £)ominion gov- 
ernment witlx regard to the freeehip- 
ment of goods - from theiTT. S. into the 
gold fields of the Yukon country lying 
within Canadian territory, which in- 
difTerence seriously militates against the 
trade being controlled from Victoria and 
Vancouver, tlie natural litting-out 
points, and suggesting fatuous echeniee 
looking to tlie farming of tlie ciietoms 
for that iiortherit country, as mentioned 
in your local columns this morning, 
would it not be far more euter[irising 
and businesslike to petition our local 
government to inniie<i lately proceed with 
Uie conetnietion of a good pack-trail 
over the route juBt viewed and roughly 
tut out under the supervieion of Mr. 
■Calbreath from Telegraph creek on the 
Stiekeeu river to Teelin lake? 

An expenditure of tea thousand dol- 
lars will probably suffice to build au ex- 
cellent trail by tois route in time for the 
Epriiit; rush to the Yutson, when no 
doubt the Federal autborides will have 
established custom iiousee and appoint- 
ed agents i:o collect duties on goods going 
into that country on all tlie routes that 
give ingress to the new Bldorado. If 
this route is opened a large portion, if 
not all the trade, can be diverted to our 
const cities. 

AUliougli probably Elii;htly longer the 
Sticliecn route lias several advantagee 
iivLT those now travelled. The grades 
are easy, the elevation low, Uin snun-fal! 
ligiit, and feed for pack animalH abund- 
ant, uiul it leads to a ureiU lake—Tealin 
— llie BDurce of the llootalink vi-a, a river 
naviiable without an obatructioii its en- 
tire length to its coiillaeiice with the 
Yukon, down whicli latter strciini to the 
Klondike there is no obstacle to naviga- 
tion either; whereas by the Dyca or 
"White Pass rontea leading; out to the 
J.ewis river through various small lakes 
and tortuous and ebnllow streams sev- 
eral ini pediments are offered and one or 
more portages have to be made. 

Hv the Stiekeeu route the carridge of 
all freight would he given to our st^iam- 
er8 and packers, instead of to tlioee of 
our rieiglilrars across the border, whicli 
would he to ottr benelil, and by opeuing 
up tliifi route attention would again lie 
.attruetod to Cassiar and new placer die- 
j!Overies might follow in that district 
which would further advantage us. 

] believe also by this route tlie trip in- 
to the Yukon could be made earlier in 
the eprirg and with less fatigue 
and hardship and in shorter time, 
thus enabling tiie prospector to 
enter the gold fields several 
weeks sooner than , by the, roates now 
need. 

If our local government have not the 
iunds at their disposal for this very ne- 
ceBHary trail, why could not our mer- 

£bant8 and others interceted Advance a 



sulBcient sum for that purpose, the gov- 
ernment agreeing to insert a sum in 
their estimates at the next session of the 
legislature, asking that the same be 
voted to repay the loan? 

This suggestion seems to me to be 
feasible and rational and one that should 
commend itself not only to our rulers 
but also to our uiercliants and boards of 
trade, and I submit it hoping it will re- 
ceive consideration by those interested 
and lead to substantial results.

THE TRADE OF THE YUKON. 

Every TausineBS man in Victoria feels 
the necessity of at once taking all necea 
8ary steps to eecuru for this city its due 
Hhiire of the trade of the Canadian 
^'ukon. That an ell'ort will be made at 
oace to prevent the cities of the United 
S atea from holding the Uon's share of 
this buaineaa is now certain. The fact 
will be prominently advertised all over 
the liast that the Yukon is 
Canadian territory and that Vic- 
toria is the best possible place at 
wiiich to outfit for that country. This 
is the firiBt thing to be done. 

Tae eecond is to secure the immediate 
appointment of. one of more customs 
house officers on the passes. We confess 
to be utterly unable to comprehend the 
diliiy of tiie Dominion government in 
tliiH matter. It has already cost the 
5;ovorniiient many times the salaries that 
•would have to be paid and the mer- 
« hanta of Canada and British Columbia 
in particular a vast amount of trade. 
We hope the efl'ort of the Board of Trade 
to have this apjx)intnient xnade without 
» day's delay will produce the result bo 
liiiicii desired. 

A third question is that of a route into 
the country. The British Yukon com- 
pany hasalready its trail open from Skag- 
way tSay to the summit of White Faas 
and pBck trains are now iible to go 
through by this to Tagish Lake. This 
route ia in some respects the best tliat 
(»n be suggested. The only objection 
to it ie that its terminus ia in ter- 
ritory over which the United 
States now exercises jurisdiction. 
The route from Telegraph Creek 
on the Stickeen to Lake Teslin in- 
volves a longer ovorhmd journey, but has 
the advantage of being an all British 
route. At present the course taken by 
tlie trail is eomewbat roundabout; but

It is, in fact, 
hardly possible to come to any, for the 
dates are too indefinite. The motion of 
the object and its course are entirely too 
slow to be those of a celestial viaitor. It 
must have a terrestrial origin. Is this a 
second visit of the great bird with the 
eye of fire, which the Bella Oo'ola legisnds 
tell us sat upon the mountains before 
the Great Winter came? 



^ MR. MAXWELL, M.P. 

Mr. Maxwell, M.P,, does himself en- 
tirely too much honor. He said in Van- 
couver the other ni(;lit that liis cliief 
critic in railway matters hail been the 
Colonist, and the fact that he was con- 
demned by theCoixjsisT was the. best 
recommendation of his course. What 
Mr. Maxwell, M.P., means by saying 
that the Colonist was his cliief critic is 
that this paper is the only one that 
thought liim worthy of even passing 
notice. Without reference to our flies, 
wo are unable to spaak with positive- 
neas, but to the best of ouir recollection 
there was only : one reference to Mr. 
Maxwell, M. P., on the subject referred 
to, and that could hardly be called a 
criticism. Does Mr. Maxwell, M.P., 
remember the story of the man who 
boasted that the Duke of Wellington 
once spoke to him? If he does, he will 
remember that, on examination, it was 
aacertained that all the Duke said' to

But Mr. Maxwell, M. P., is still more 
aevere upon the Colonist. He says it 
is Jlr. Tleinze's organ. Tliia will be 
news to Mr. Heinze. This ia not new to 
the CoLONLsT. We have yet to hear of a 
man in British Columbia, who was ex- 
pending .large .sums oi money in the 
country, or a public interest in British 
Columbia that ia of any great provincial 
benefit, in connection with which 
some sore-lieaded obstructionist has 
not set up a cry that the Colonist 
was hia or its organ. According to 
these people the Colonist is the organ 
of the Canadian Pacific, the Columbia & 
Western, the E. it N. Railway, the Pro- 
vincial government, the Caasiar Central, 
the British Pacific, the dreadful Duns- 
muirs, the rapacious Rithet, the liorrid 
Heinze, tlie terrible Turner — in fact of 
everything and everybody tliat is willing 
to spend a dollar in opening in the country 
and/making the Province worth livpg in. 
Indeed, according to our obstructionist 
critica, the Colonist comes pretty near 
to being the organ of enlightened and 
public opinion on every subject under 
heaven, and we are sufficiently shame- 
faced to plead guilty.

The newly elected council of the B. 0, 
Board of Trade held their first meeting 
yesterday, afternoon with ^President (i. 
A. Kirk in. the; cliftr;5li^u8BinK'from 
3 :30 until C o'clock inatfSrs' of material 
importance to the commercial well-being 
of the province. Of course the building 
up of trade with the Klondykeand other 
alluvial streams of the famous North- 
land, had its place in the business of the 
dayi'j.while v.an old friend and valued 
worker on the board was welcomed bacl: 
to Victoria in the person of Mr. Robert 
Ward, an ex-president and most ener- 
getic member who has just returned to 
the province after a protracted stay in 
the old country. At the ontaetof the 
day's procuediugd it waa decided, after 
the annual report had been considered 
to have the secretary insert in it, before 
sending the document to the printer, the 
severafamendmentB that were proposed 
at the annual meeting' on the 9tb in- 
stant. 

While the aunoaL report waa under 
discussion, Mr. Itobert Ward suggested 
that copies should be sent to the import- 
ant chambers of commerce in the old 
country, to many of the leading newspa- 
pers, and to the public libraries. The 
report, fie had found by experience, was 
eagerly looked for abroad, and was of 
very considerable value to the city. 

Continuing his remarks, Mr. Ward 
took occasion to congratulate the board 
on its increased memberahip and its re- 
cord of good work accom pliahed. He 
noted with satisfaction that the young 
business men were being brought in, 
and that the board waa llouriabing in 
every way. It would continue, he hoped, 
to treat all matters coming before it in 
the manner moat conducive to the ad- 
vancement of the province and above 
the purely local standpoint, lieferring 
to ihe important trade conferences soon 
to be held in England, Mr. Ward ad- 
vised the members of the board to keep 
them in view, and be represented if 
epresentatioa was at all poeslbje — be- 
ug entitled to,a h^Hng as mu'cb aa' tEi.e' 
largest commercial bodies' of the old 
land. • 

The Yukon trade question was intro- 
duced by Mr. Futcher, who stated tfiat 
a telegram bad been sent to Ottawa by 
Mr. Hewitt Boatock, M.P., Ur. Milne 
and Mr. William Templeman, urging 
that a customs olficer be placed at the 
Onilcoot Pass, that being, according, 
to Collec'.or Milne'a statement, the 
most favorable point from -which to 
command goods in passage from the 
United States to Canadian territory. 

Mr. D. K. Ker spoke very strongly in 
favor of some action by the Dominion 
government to place customs oiliceis on 
the line going into the Yukon. Notonly 
should there be one at the Chillcoot pass 
but also one in in the White Pass, as 
goods were going in by that route. The 
present state of affairs demanded atten- 
tion at once, and if the Dominion gov- 
ernment did not act there should be a 
public meeting held and a stroiig repre- 
sentation seui to Ottawa. He was sure 
that the boards of tr.ide of the province 
would endorse action in this direction. 

Mr. iOarle, JI.P., in justice to all the 
members from British Columbia, said 
they had pressed the matter on the Do- 
minion government not only last year 
but thia year. A year ago, of course, the 
great (inda on the Klondyke had not 
been made, and things had changed very 
rapidly even in the past few months. 
Still if British Columbia wanted that 
trade, aomething more mast be done' to 
give direct communication between Vic- 
toria and the Yukon. 

Mr. Simon Leiaer pointed out that the 
reason goods were brought in from the 
United States was that while duty was 
charged in Alaska on Canadian goods 
there was no cnetome officer at the Cana- 
dian line to enforce collection of duty on 
goods from Alaska going into Klondyke., 
Mr. Earle nest brought up the matter 
of the very imperfect telegraphic com- 
munication Willi tin; mainland, pointing 
out the trouble caused to business men 
by the break in the cable lor the past 
week. 

Mr. W.A.Ward explained that Ihe 
trouble with tlie cable waa abijut tliree 
miles from land ami <;ouM not properly 
be repaired till the new cable, noiv on 
the way from ICiigland, arrived. 

Mr. Iver slated that wlien Mr. Wliyte. 
the new general manager of the C.P.R., 
was hero the imperfect telegraphic ser- 
vice was brought strongly tj Ilia atten- 
tion, and Mr. Ker hoped that aa n re- 
sult some improvenienta would take 
lilace. 

Mr. Futcher believed that this was 
the time for n resolution to be passed, 
and he accordingly moved that a com- 
munication ba sent to the O.F.B. Tele- 
graph Co., directing attention to the 
serious inconvenience caused by the 
recent break in the cable, and urging 
that in making the iiecosEury repairs the 
C.P.U. should duplicate the cable and 
thus give a reasonable certainty of bet- 
ter telegraphic service.

Mr. Jver remarked that the feeling in 
Vancouver waa pronounced on this Biib- 
jectanil that both Mr. IMaxwell and 
Mr. Morrison took the ground that the 
interests of British Columbia had been 
overlooked.

The secretary read a letter from Mr. 
.lolin Xeene, of Kaslo, secretary of tlie 
Kootenay Blining L^rotectire AsBOCia,-" 
tion, protesting against the power'gr'abt- 
ed the Doniiuion to plaee an export du- 
ty on ore. 

Mr. Earle stated that he had opposed 
the resolution in the house, but that it 
had gone through, tliei goverament pro- 
mising that tbey would be careful in ex- 
ercising it in the present infancy of the 
mining industry.

The city council devoted the two full 
hours oi;fii|>ieil by last iiij^hL'a regular 
meeting to wli;it vvaa piaiaicully routine 
biisiiieiis, reservini; for ii speciiil meetini; 
to-niorrow tliu coiifciileralion of wliivt is 
to be dona in view of tbe turn thiat lias 
been taken receatty in xegard to vrater- 
workB matters and the differences be- 
tween tbe contractors and the corpora- 
tion. 

5Ir. W. B. Scarth, depaty iniaisler of 
agriculture, wrots tiiat tlio Minister of 
Justice had given an opiuiou deiij ing 
any liability of the Crown for expendi- 
tures made by the city of Victoria in 
connection with the smallpox outbreak 
of February last. The letter mia liled. 

Mrs. liautngart, through her solicitors, 
denied that her property, condemned as 
a nuieance, was entitled to be so regard- 
ed. Tlia commanication was referred to 
tlie eewerage committee. As to tlie con- 
demned building at 112 Government 
street, Drake, Jackson & Helmckeu 
wrote that Mrs. Baumgart woald resist 
any attempt to destroy. 

Capt. E. H. Fletcher, on behalf of the 
B. C. Ei/lo Aeaociation, thanked the 
caiincilfor the Victoria Corporation cup, 
presented lor competition at the annual 
meetings of the Association. 

Hon. A. G. Blair acknowledged tlie 
receipt of resoluliona adopted at the 
railway ineeeting lield in this city on 
the 2Gth .June, and stated that the re- 
presentations therein contained would 
receive due coDBideration. 

EXPORT HVVY ON ORES, 

.Tohn Keen, secretary of the ICooteaay 
Mining Protective Association, submit- 
ted for consideration tbe following re- 
Bolutioa ot that organization, to wh'ch 
he asked the council to express ap- 
proval: "That this association views 
witli consternation the fact that the ex- 
ecutive at Ottawa are in poasession of 
the power to place at any time an export 
duty on ores, and this association de- 
eire» to place itself on record as being of 
opinion th It should such vested power 
he exercised, the efiect will he 
disastrous to the infant quartz 
mi'iiag industry of British Columbia, 
and practically ruin it with an amount 
of taxation it ib at the present time un- 
able to carry and prosper." 

The council considered that the sub- 
ject dealt with demanded careful con- 
tider.ilion, and accordingly laid the 
uummiinicatioa on the table for later 
diacuES 'on. 

W. J. Stephens asked that John street 
be graded and a sidewalk supplied, the 
request being referred to the Btreeta com- 
mittee for report. 

The water commissioner reported as 
to the negotiations between II, iMaynard 
and the corporation with reference to 
tiie expropriation of that gentleman's 
property forming part of the Beaver lake 
watershed, It was stated in conclusion 
that Mr. Miiynard was now willing to 
accept ^'i,300 for the 20.70 acres taken 
poeseesion of by the city, on the condi- 
tion that the council fence tbe property 
—Mr. Maynard had been offered $-',000 
by the water commiseioner. The report 
was tabled for a week's consideration.

Thomas Kipling stated that while 
employed in repairing Hock Bay bridge 
he liad received a bad electric shock. 
He asked tbe city to compensate him for 
12 days' loss of time and par his doctor's 
bill. Tbe accident, he explained, occnr- 
red on June '2ii, while he was employed 
as engineer on the hoisting cable. The 
cable "crossing" with the trolley wire 
of the tramway company charged the 
entire engine with electricity, the engi- 
neer receiving a violent shock, bein>; 
thrown down and struck several times 
by the main rod. 

J)r. 0. M. Jones certified to the nature 
and extent of Mr. Kipling's ininriea, 
while City Kngineer Wilinot. by re- 
>|iie3t, Bubmitled a report on the case in 
whioli lie nminlained that the accideiil 
had not arisen tln-oiii;h any ni'jjligence 
tn the part of the corporation. 

As Mr. Kipling asked only for com- 
pensation for lost time, and payment for 
his medical attendant, a number of the 
aldermen were in fiivor of paying his 
claim at once. This it was held by 
others, however, might establish a dan- 
gerous precedent, and the comcnunica- 
tion with the documents attached was 
finally referred to the streets committee 
lor a report.

" The members ot your special cora- 
Diitteo would recommend that the own- 
ers or occupiers of the ]iremisea named 
in cliiiiHeB I and 2 of said report be 
^(ranted permission to rejjiur tlioir build- 
ings, provided they are iiut in proper re- 
pair and sanitary condition v/ithin a 
period not exceeding three nionohsfrom 
(late hereof." 

The buildings in question are for the 
most part in Chinatown, although sev- 
eral are included that belong to Mr. 
O'ii er, and are among that gentleman's 
ic^erestBintbe cmmercial heart of the 



city. The list of condemned premises 
includes No. 6 Yates street; 11, 13 and 
16 Johhson street ; -lO, 51 and 53 John- 
son street; 43, 45 47, 49 and 51 Cormor- 
ant;^23 and 25 Cormorant;. 4 and 6 
Cormorant ; 36 and 88 Odrmorant ; 21 , 
23, 25 and 27 Fiegard ; 60 Fisgard ; cabins 
on lot 005 Fisgard ; 75, 78 and 82 Cor- 
morant; 97 Pandora, and 171 Fort (both, 
partially destroyed by tire some, time 
ago), and one story building at- the cor- 
ner of View and Ormond streets, Spring' 
Hidge. , ^. 

Aid. Stewart moved the adoption of 
the two reports, explaining that the 
committee had carefully examined ttie 
premises reported against by the sani- 
tary officer and building inspector, and 
had learned more about Chinatown than 
he had ever dreamed of before. From 
his own observations on tide special com- 
mittee duty he could only say that it was 
the greatest wonder in the world that 
Victoria had so long escaped the ravages 
of plague. With reference to the Teu- 
tonia saloon and Steitz restaurant build- 
ings—dealt witli in the majority report 

anyone could go into the Teutonia and 

push the wall away from tbe flooring. 
At any time a row might occur in the 
saloon that would bring the building 
down. 

All. Vigolius had great respect for the 
opinions of the city officials whose re- 
port tbe special committee had had re- 
ferred to them. He also had great re- 
spect, however, for Aid. Ivinsman, who 
had not signed the second report; and 
tie was ready to consider the times and 
tlie people. As an alderman and a citi- 
zen, he objected to the owner of the 
Teutonia, at 11-' Government street, be- 
ing compelled to remove the building at 
the present time. 

Aid. Harrison, as a member of the 
special committee, held that the Teu- 
tonia building was one of the worst in 
town, and sliould certainly be removed 
without further dangerous delay. 

Aid. Wilson held that it would be a 
hardship to compel the tearing down of 
this building until the lease expired, and 
maintained that the owners of the pro- 
perty should be permitted to repair so as 
to make the building safe until such 
time. 

Aid. Partridge was ready to tt\x.d by 
the committee and the oorpoiation ofh- 

cials. 

Aid. Kinsman britfly explained his 
position. He had put nimself, he said, 
in the place ot the owner ot the Teuto- 
nia and acted as he thought right under 
the circumstances. The building was 
in a dilapidated condition, it was true, 
but it was not quite ready to fall down, 
as described by Aid. Stewart, and with 
some few repairs would last out the 
lease. 

Aid- McCandless would have stood by 
tbe city ofiBcials and adopted their report 
without any reference to special com- 
mittees. This, he held, would have been 
the proper course to have taken, but as 
tbe matter had gone through tbe stages 
that it had, be was now in favor of al- 
lowing a little further time. 

Xu'iierouB motions were ofieredon the 
question, and it was finally decided not 
to interfere witli tbe buildingsdealt with 
in the second report at the present time, 
this practically annulling the recom- 
mendations of the majority report. 

Keporta from tbe Finance committee, 
recommending appropriations to the 
amount of .fSlS.tii* were passed for pay- 
ment in the usual course. 

On the advice of the Old Men's Home 
committee, John F. Silvia was granted 
admission to that institution. 

The Mayor observed in connection 
with the home, that the rules for ad- 
miaaion require slight amendment. 
For example the rules insist that a per- 
son to be eligible should bo not only a 
resident of the city for fifteen 
years but a resident of the province for 
twenty. Now that the home for the aged 
had Jbeen establiahed at Kamloops, he 
maintained that tbe latter provision was 
no lonjer necessary; and it is probable 
that a motion to amend the by-law in 
this respect will bo introduced shortly. 

The streets committee reported ad- 
versely on the request from Mr. J. G. 
Tiarks for a sewer or drain in his 
locality ; and the Kates and Taxes and 
Admiralty House by-laws were recon- 
sidered and linally passed, the members 
of the board who had remained until 
this stage ot the proceedings dividing on 
the latter, and tlie vote being recorded 
thus: For — Aid. Stewart, Wilson, Mc- 
Ciindless and Hall. Against — Aid. Kins- 
man and Vigelius. 

Just prior to the adjournment, AU. 
McCuiidless directed attention to the 
neceasity for improved drainage on ICIlis 
street, and stated that although the 
work liatl been ordered both by the com- 
mittee and by the council, it tiad not yet 
been taken in hand. 

The .Mayor |)ronii?cd that he would 
make prompt in(|tiiry into the uiuttiir; 
and Hie comicil ndjonriicd iiii'il Wednes- 
day (toiiiorrow i-vi'iiiiig, when water- 
works matters will he considere<l.

The Toronto Telegram's special cable 
from Bisley gives an account of the fir- 
ing in the Kolapore Oups match on Fri- 
day. Ten teams were entered, the larg- 
est number that ever shot in this com- 
petition. The Jubilee festivities brought 
representatives from India, Australia 
and other places that otherwise would 
not have been present, the following be- 
ing the entries: Mother Country, Cana- 
da, India, Victoria, New Zealand, Cape 
Colony, tiueensland. Natal, Jersey and 
Guernsey. The match is called after the 
Rajah of Kolapore, who established the 
event in 1871. In addition the National 
Uille Association adds a colonial prize o] 
,C80 for the Indian or colonial team mak- 
ing the highest aggregate score. The 
cup is shot for at 200, 600, and GOO yards, 
seven shots at each distance, the highest 
possible attainable being 840 marks, 
f he cup was won by the Australians 
from the colony of Victoria, New Zea- 
land being second and the Mother Coun- 
try third. Canada and Capo Colony 
were a tie for fourth place. The honor 
of winiiit;g the cups has hitherto been 
confined to the Mother Country and 
Canadian teams, and for twenty-two 
years Canada had never been below sec- 
ond place.

THE FULL CODRT. 

Decisions Given in 'Gibson v. Cook and 
Cunningham v, Curtis. 

The Full Court yesterd-ay dismissed 
with costs the appeal in Gibson v. Cook. 
Mr. Justice Drake delivering judgment, 
the Chief Justice and Justice McColl 
concarring. This was an action brought 
by plaintiff to recover damages for 
wrongful seizure and sale of certain 
cattle and horses belonging to plaintifl". 
The Sheriir under an execution against 
one Allison seized some cattle. After 
the seizure plaintiff gave the Sherifl' 
written notice that he claimed some GO 
head of horses and cattle. Only a por- 
tion of these were seized and less than 
the number seized were sold. After the 
notice the .Sheriff notified defendants 
and they instructed him to proceed with 
the sale and indemnilied him. The jury 
found plaintiir entitled to one cow and 
calf and assessed the damages at $75, 
The defendant contends that there 
should be a new trial on the ground 
that the verdict was against the weight 
of evidence and also on the ground of in- 
discretion by tbe judge in not leaving to 
ttie jury the'^uestion whether the action 
of the plaintifTat, and during the time 
of the seizure and sale amounted 
to leave and license. Defendant also 
appealed from the decision of the trial 
judge on the question of costs. The 
l'"ull court held that uo appeal lies to tbe 
Full court from tbe order of a trial judge 
ilealing with the question of costs after a 
trial by jury, unless the judge deprives 
the Buccessful party of coats, Mr, fi. P, 
Dnir for d(!iendant (appellant) ; Mr, K, 
V. Davis, (I.e., for plaintiJl' (respondent), 

Cunningham vs. Curtis was decided 
by the lull court. This was an aclion to 
set aside a deed of assinnment for benefit 
of creditors. The court holds that a 
deed of assignment by the members of a 
partnership should provide that the per- 
sonal creditors of the partners shall rank 
upon the separate property of tbe part- 
ners in priority over the partnership 
creditors, and in the absence of such 
provision such deiul cannot be sufltaiiied 
under the cn^ditors trust deed act. 
Mr. .Justice McCreight delivered jiulg- 
ment, allowing the ai)peal with co^ts ; 
the Cliiet .Justice concurring, Mr. Jus- 
tice iMcColl (licl not agree nor disagree, 
thoUL'h dissatisfied with the judgment. 

In .ShallcroBs v. (iaresclie, Mr, Kola^rt 
(Jassidv, for plaintill', ajiplied yesterday 
to the !''iill court for leave to set down 
the ai)peHl for hearing at the present 
Hitting of the court. Application refused.

Ono ovoniiig, when I liatl returned all 
alone and very woary, painfally pull- 
iuR my linnry boat, which I used every 

iiislit, I piui.'-rctl i\ few srcond.s to tako 
lu'catli ui'ur tliooilKi' nf soiiio rccda. Tho 
weallifT was Klori""-'^> <1'0 «ioou was 
radiant, tlio river Kijarklcd, tho air was 
cool iiiul .swrot. This tranquillity tempt- 
ed mo, mid I tliought it would bo very 
ploiifiaiit to .-^moko niy pipoin this place. 
Tho action followed tho thought. I 
seized my anchor and cast it into tho 
river. Tlio ])nnt, which floated with the 
cnrreiit, drifted as far as the end of its 
eliaiii, and then stood still. I .seated my- 
self ill tho Htnni on my sheepskin as com- 
fortably as possible. 

I heard nothing, not a 8onnd, only at 
intervals I imiigiued I heard a slight, 
alnio.'st iiiawlilile, jila.sh of tlio water 
against tlio shore, aud I saw clusters of 
tall reodB whicii as.sumed surprising 
shapes and seemed nt iutorvtils to stir. 
Tlio river 'wns perfectly quiet, but I felt 
tigitatcd by tbe extraordinary stillness 
wliich HuiTonudcd me. All creatures — 
the frogs and toads, those nocturnal 
singersof tho iiuir.slies — were silent. Sud- 
denly at my right, close to me, a frog 
croaked, I sbnddered.

it still lield fast. L was seized with aii- 
gi r and sluiuk the chain furiously. 
JS'iitliiiig moved. I sat down disouraged 
and 111 gall to reflect upon my position. 

I could iKit tliiulv of bri'alcing tlie 
chain or of sejiarating it from the boat, 
fur it was very lioavy and riveted in tho 
liiiw to a piece of wood thicker than my 
arm. Pnt ;is the wetither was still very 
fair, 1 tluuiglit that 1 .should not remain 
lung without eiicmiiitering some lislier- 
nian wlin wimlil cdnie to my relief. My 
mishap liad calmed me. I sat down, 
and at hist was ublo to smoke my pipe. 
I had a bottle of ruin. I drank two or 
three glasses and was compelled to 
laugh at my situation.

I could si e myself lost, wandering 
at random in tliat thick fog, in tlie 
midst of the grasses and rccds from 
which I cold not free myself, quivering 
with fear, niiablo to see tho shore or to 
find my boat, aud I imagined I could 
feel myself drawn by niy feet to the 
very bottom of tliis black water. 

Indeed, ns I should liavo been com- 
pelled to struggle against the current 
for at least GOO yards before reaching a 
Mint free faom grass and rushes whore 
1 might gain a foothold, there were 
nine chances out of ten that I should 
not f)0 able to And my way in this ob- 
scurity, and that I should bo drowucd, 
good Rwinimer as I was. 

I tried to reason v.'ith myself. Idetcr- 
niiiicd not to bo afraid, but there was 
something in me besides my ■will, and 
this other thing was afraid. I asked 
niy.sclf what tliero was to fear. My 
brave I jeered at my poltroon I, and 
never so well as on that day havo I un- 
derstood tho conflict of the two beings 
tliat c:xist in ns — tho one willing, the 
other resisting, and each in turn pre- 
vailing. 

This foolish and inexplicable fear 
continually inercased till it becaiao ter- 
ror. I remained immovable, with wido 
open eyes and expectant oar. Of what? 
I kucw not in tho least, but of some- 
thing terrible. I believe that if a lish 
had thought of R[)riugiiig out of water, 
as often liappcns, no more would have 
been needed to make mo fall stiff and 
insensible. 

Nevertheless, by a violent effort, I 
succetded in gradually recovering my 
lost reason.

A STUIKi: XEAI! GOM>K.\. 

The lode has been struck in the Crown 
Point near, near Golden. Says the JOra: 
" Major Clohecy, who has been on the 
gronnd" for some time and under whose 
BupetTieion the work of development has 
been ,9q ianccessfully carried on, is 
naturally much pleased with the result 
BO far.

Mr. Shaughneeay could gire.no aesurance 
of relief in less than two years. .In other 
words, he intimated that the O.P.R. 
would not be in a position to make deti- 
nite proposals to the mine owners of 
Iloaaland till tho Crow's Neat line is 
completed." 

The Spokesman-Review says; "One 
reason for the location of the smelter at 
Xorthport is said to be the fact that long 
before the Canadian PaciQc ia built the 
smelter will have more than paid for it- 
sell in treating the Le Roi orea. Should 
a duty tlien be placed on British Colum- 
bia ores, there will undoubtedly be 
enough dry ores from the Flat Creek 
country to do more than keep an Amer- 
ican smelter going. James tireen, who 
has charge of the construction of the 
smelter, is now in the vicinity of North 
port arranging for the brick and timber 
contracts."

L. W. and F. A. Mulholland, who ar- 
ranged in Spokane for the transfer of 
the Deer Park mine to a new Toronto 
company, expect that the new company 
will be in a position to take up the^ work 
on the Deer Park in from thirty to Blxty 
days. 

Fairview will be very active this year 
and the gold output will be large, Pro- 
vincial Jlineralogist Carlyle, who was 
recently there, spoke in very high terms 
of the camp. He says the ore bodies are 
largo and tlie grade high enough to yield 
profitable returns. The Smuggler 
company, which leased the Strathyre 
mill, made a clean up after milling lifty 
tons of average ore and took $800 from 
the plates. They had in addition a large 
quantity of concentrates which assayed 
high. 

The new copper lead recently discov- 
ered in the Sunset No. 2, atPoseland, 
has been opened several hundred feet 
eastward. In the new opening the 
veins, six feet wide, assays of ore from 
clear acroes the vein gave .$28 in gold. 
l\rcunceain silver and 5j.j per cent, 
in copper.

McCune, who has had the 
Freddie Lee under bond for some time, 
has purchased the property and put a 
force of men at work. The new owder 
is confident he will make it one of the 
leading mines of the Slocan. 



Reports from various salmon tisheriea 
in Alaska are that fish are very scarce. 
The fishing season at Orca has been very 
poor ao far, and a small pack will be 
made. The Pacific Steam WhalingCom- 
pany has packed to date 15,000 cases of 
red aalmon, and the Alaska Packers' Aa- 
Buciation about 8,000 cases. Prospects 
for the pack at Cook Inlet ia very good, 
fish having commenced to run fairly 
well. At Karluk, Balmon have juat 
commenced to run, and the outlook is 
not encouraging for tho spring run. The 
Pacific Steam Whaling Company and 
Hume Bros, have built two large can- 
nery plants at Jvarluk this season. The 
Pacific Steam Whaling Company is at 
the present time building a larcic can- 
nery plant atKenai river, Cook Inlet.

When Michael Victor Kut liven was 
committed for trial justja8:,tb.o.;;Sanday 
morning was being ushered in. it looked 
as if ha would have to remain locked up 
over Sunday.'"' On' Sunday afternoon, 
however, a carriage drove up to the resi- 
dence of Mr. S. Perry ^iiUs, ou Fern- 
wood road, and he was handed a notice 
from Mr. G^eqi^ PowoU and Mr; S. D. 
Schult/., ButhTeh'a counsel, to the effect 
that application would be made lor bail 
before Judge Harrison at the court house 
at 4 o'clock. Mr... Gordon ';Hapter, the 
other counsel for/the .proBecution, was 
also notified, and at 4: o'clock' counsel 
jiroceeded to argue on the application 
which had been made to Judge Harrison 
as a County court judge. 

Mr. Mills protested against having 
these proceedings on Sunday, and asked 
the judge not to sanction them in a case 
ol this kind, a stranger wiio had come 
here, ho eaid, to defame tho Catholic 
clergy and sisterhoods, and through 
them every member of the Catholic 
church in the community, 

Judge Harrison replied that in a mat- 
ter of bail he had often even to get up in 
the night to hear an application, and be 
would hear this one. ' , ^ 

The news that the application wonld 
be made had got around; and quite a 
number of. spectators .were ' present 
when Mr, Powell <,dpened the , pro- 
ceeding's. He ' naked that Buthve'n be 
admitted to bail oh the libel charge, 
and stated that Mf. Schultz and himself 
had strongly advised theirclient to avoid 
infringing on the recognizances he had 
entered into to keep the peace. The 
defendant was prepared to give his per 
soual undertaking that he would not 
deliver the lectures on the subjects ad 
vertized for Sunday and Monday or to 
refer in an olfensive manner either to 
the personal or official character of the 
clergy or sisters of the Roman Catholic 
church of this diocese. 

Mr. .Mills contended that this under- 
taking would he valueleaa as the defend- 
ant might asaail the Cattiolic priesthood 
resident elsewhere. However, if bail 
was granted it should be substantial, and 
the sureties should ittatify. He desired 
to have the namesofthose who proposed 
to go bail 80 that -the rigistry oflice 
might be searched as to their property, 
and lie required time for that purpose. 
Ill any event the prosecution reserved 
all their rights as to the validity of the 
proceedings on Sunday. 

Mr. Powell answered that he was 
ready with bail, and the proposed sure- 
ties might justify and be cross-examined 
at once. 

Judge Harrison that tho bondsmen 
should justify at once, then li .>ced the 
bail for Ivuthven in hi.'i own recognizance 
of .^1,000 and three sureties, A. C, Howe 
in $500, W. John Powdon $250, and W. 
J. Clark $250. 

■ Ruthven was also bound over to keep 
the peace, himself in the sum ol $500, 
and two sureties, VV, H. Braden and 
James Brennan in $250 each. The de- 
defendant also gave an undertalcing not 
to deliver lectares on the aubjeuta adver- 
tised. 1 ■ • • 

Yesterday morning Ruthven appeared 
in the police court before Magistrate 
Blacrae on the charge of publishing and 
selling obscene literature. The hearing 
was remanded till Thursday morning, 
the defendant being admitted to bail on 
the same sureties as before.

STILL DISCUSSIiXG SHERMAN. 

All Critics Agree That for Vulgar Insolence 
His Letter Takes the Palm. 

JwONDON, July 17. — The weekly papers 
take virtually the same view as the 
dailies with reference to Secretary .Sher- 
man's dispatch on the sealing question. 

The Spectator aaya: "He scolda the 
British government as if the ministers 
were a set of mean, underhand, thieving 
scoundrels. It is absolutely essential 
that Lord Salisbury ehould refuse to 
consider the question iu any shape until 
ho has received an apology for such 
wanton imputations." 

The Speaker says : " Mr. Sherman is 
an old man. AVe hope for ilia sake that 
the dispatch was drafteil by aoine sub- 
ordinate, who was for the time being 
oppressed by the heat. Its language Is 
<iuite strong enough to juatify a BUtspen- 
aion of all diplomatic relations, if that 
were worth while." 

The Morning Post, editorially suggest- 
ing that the time would come when a 
certain class of Americana would force 
war, represents the true conviction of a 
majority of the English people, who 
lirnily believe that the United States is 
Huekini: a war with Great Britain. 

.An interesting correspondence con- 
cerning thia matter appears In the Morn- 
ing Post to-day. One correajxmdent 
aaya: " I'eople here look with a certain 
amount of contempt upon American pre- 
tences, for they are convinced that the 
republic is a inoEnic, which could not 
slaml a heavy shock from tho outaide. 
They are conlideiit that in case of emer- 
gency linglniid would do all that was 
necessary. Let me aay, as one who 
knows tlio Americana well, that they are 
not moved by any considerations of kin- 
dred, as ia often falsely aaaertetl in our 
press on the authority of some 
few stragglers among us, whoso 
policy is to entertain society and 
to be consider^ fashionable. Those 
people' -form only a microscopic 
iniDori^ among their eduhtrymen, and 
have neither infiuence nor ability to 
make their ideas prevail at home. The 
moment for action will not bo four years 
hence — it is now. Tho .A.iiierican navy 
is fast growing, and its increase will 
make the task impoBiug. The longer it 
ia postponed the more difficiiU it will 
be." 

Another correspondent aaye: "His- 
tory rejicata iteelf. We eliould at once 
find that as in 1812 our cruiaers, though 
more numerous, would be relatively in- 
ferior for ofTensive and defensive opera- 
tions against those opposed to them.
